The steam- 
er was making from ten to twelve 
knots and the submarine, it was 
thought, was partly submerged 
and approached the City of Rome 
diagonally from the starboard side. 
About half of the passengers were 
in their staterooms but a number 
were on deck. es 

C. H. Tinkham of Medford, and 
Miss Marie Roach of Orlando, N. 
B., two of the passengers, 
that none on board saw the sub- 
marine as it approached, but é¢x- 
pressed the opinion that the look- 
out must have noticed it just be- 
fore the crash. A few persons no- 
ticed a red light just before the 
steamer struck. 

The first intimation of danger 
came with three biasts of the ship's 
whistle, followed by a series of 
short toots. Then came the crash 
as the vessels struck. The City of 
Rome, Tinkham said, keeled over 
slightly as if it had run up on 
some obstruction. The searchlight 
of the City of Rome was out of 
commission, the passengers said, 
but flares were thrown up imme- 
diately and a lifeboat was launch- 
ed. Those on deck heard cries for 
help but there was no sign of the 
submarine, which must have gone 
down immediately. Tinkham and 
others d they believed it was 
seriously damaged and perhaps 
split in two. 

Capt. John 8. Diehl, commander 
of the City of Rome, who gave only 
meager information concerning the 


twreck in wireless messages, gave 


the following statement to newspa- 
per men when the steamer docked: 

“At 10:24 p.m., we sighted the 
submarine on our starboard bow, 
close in, I immediately cut my 
speed and then reversed engines. 
The submarine, however, con- 
tinued full speed ahead and a 

nd later we collided, hitting 
her about half-way between stem 
and conning tower. She sank 
within a minute. We threw over 
lighjed ring buoys and had a boat 
down in six or seven minutes. Our 
searchlight failed us after a mo- 
ment, evidently rned out. 

“The three men rescued were all 
we sighted. I learned from them 
that-they were near an open hatch. 
ira, who was the last of the 
three out, got caught in the an- 
tenna as the submarine went down, 
but freed himself in time.” 

Capt. Diehl said the crash came 
so quickly he did not have time 
to observe all the details. He said 
he saw only one light on the sub- 
marine, a white one, and he could 
not tell on which part of the ves- 
sel it was mounted; the minute 
he saw the light, the City of 
Rome's whistle was sounded, but 
it was too late to warn the sub- 
marine commander. 

The only evidence of damage to 
the City of Rome was the appear- 
ance of scratcheg on the starboard 
side. Inspectors will examine her 
before ste sails on her return trip 
to Savannah.

Engine Stalls 


‘The cold nerve and courage of 
Capt. J. W. Osgood and his mecha- 
„Sorgt. E. J. Martin, saved 
lives yesterday afternoon 
when engine trouble caused them 
to make a forced landing with a 
W-3 airplane in a field near the 
intersection of Downey and Slau- 
gon avenues. Deep, heavy sand and 


tall bushes caught the landing gear 
and wings of the plane, whirled 
the machine almost completely 
about-face and wrecked the lower 
structure, but both aviators es- 
caped without a ecratch. 

The accident occurred when 
Cap.. Osgood and Sergt. Martin, 
members of the California National 
Guard fiying squadron at Griffith 
Park, were completing a test of the 
air course over which the $10,000 
Santa Monira American Legion 
World Flight Trophy race will be 
fought today.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Another 
year of record-bregking achieve- 
ment is in the making for the pow- 
er and light industry, judging from 
the results obtained during the 
first six months. Demand for elec- 
tric energy for industry and do- 
mestic purposes in that period 
reached unprecedented heights and 
necessitated an increase of 8.4 per 
cent in production of power plants 
over the corresponding six months 
of 1924. 

Total energy generated during 
the period, according to figures 
compiled by the Electrical World, 
rose to 29,104,106,000 kilowatt 
hours, contrasted with 25,837,908,- 
000 kilowatt hours in that half of 
1924, and 25.179.676, kilowatt 
hours in the same period of 1923. 


Z REFLECT PROGRESS 
Statistica on electric energy gen- 
erated by operating companies 
form the most reliable barometer 
of progress in the industry, but 
nevertheless must be considered 
with more than the usual care, 
since the industry serves three

classes of consumers under entire- 
ly different rate scales. 

It is quite possible, and this was 
adequately demonstrated during the 
severe industrial depression of 1921, 
for the power industry to reflect 
a material curtailment of demand 
and yet to report an increase in 
gross revenue. Therefore, it is es- 
sential, if a true picture is to de 
had, to obtain the distribution of 
output among those three cla 
of consumers, namely, domestic 
lighting, commercial lighting and 
industrial power.

It served as a 
feeder for the country clubs which 
have sprung into existence since, 
and the memberships of moat of

Tonight when the is chucked 
back in the home-hale after the

The Municipal course stood for 
eleven years as a monument to the 
enterprise of Henry O'Melveny, 
Henry Keller and J. B. Lippincott 
who formed the Board of Park 
Commissioners in those days. All 
three being sportamen of the high- 
est order, they recognized the need 
of a free public golf course and

The notable work of the consti- 
tlonal convention in Monterey in 


the autumn of 1849 is well known. 
Despite the vigorous protest of 
delegates from the southern dis- 
tricts, a strong vote for the imme- 
diate organization of a State gov- 
ernment disposed of the important 
question whether the convention 
should form a State ora  Terri- 
torial government. The delegates 
completed their labors on Satur- 
day, October 13, 1849, under cir- 
cumstances that were highly dra- 
matic, There was the best of feel- 


California was indeed a State—full- 
grown from the brow of Jupiter— 
definitely and effectively function- 
ing as such from the date of the 
inauguration of her government in 
December, 1849; locally, to all 
practical purposes and intents the 
State of California was the proper 
designation for our political entity. 
The important work of the first 
Legislature and the other portions 
of the governmental machinery 
has been fully and gratefully ac- 
cepted by succeeding administra- 
tions and is a valued part of our 
historical heritage. To question 
its validity now would be to reveal 


ing, and the convention received 
the thanks and sincere congratula- 
tions of Gen. Riley. 


ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY 
California's newly drafted consti- 
tution—a State constitution— was 


quickly carried to every town and 
mining camp and rancho. Candi- 
dates for State offices took the field, 
and on the thirteenth day of No- 
vember (it was a stormy day in 
California) a general election was 
held, which resulted in the adopt- 
tion of the State constitution by «a 
vote that was almost unahimous 
and in the choice of Peter H. Bur- 
nette as State Governor. At the 
same time Edward Gilbert and 
George W. Wright were elected 
Representatives to Congress. The 
State Senators and Assemblymen- 
elect met in San Jose, December 
15; and five days later (December 
20, 1849) the State Gov: rnment of 
California was established. Gov- 
ernor-elect Burnett was duly in- 
augurated, and Goy.-Gen. Riley by 
proclamation, resigned his powers 
as Governor, saying, in part: “The 
principal object of all his wishes is 
now accomplished—the people 
have a government of thelr own 
choice, and one which, under the 
favor of the divine Providence, 
will secure their own prosperity 
and happiness, and the permanent 
welfare of the new State.“ 


WHT LEGISLATURE 

The first California Legislature, 
nicknamed the “Legislature of a 
continued its 
work for four months. The date of 
final adjournment was April 22. 
1850. Fully. cognizant of the fact 
that California had not yet been 
admitted into the Union, Gov. Bur- 
nett announced that the first ques- 
tion for determination was whether 
the Legislature should proceed at 
once with the business of law 
making, or await the action of 
Congress. He advocated immedli- 
ate action on the ground that this 
Was among the powers reserved 
of necessity to the States, and be- 
cause he perceived that it was ‘en- 
cumbent upon the first Legislature 
to accomplish a vast amount of 
work, including the adoption of 
civil and criminal codes and of a 
system of State taxation and reve; 
nue. 

That the actual work of the first 
Legisiature was of vast importance 
no one can for a moment question. 
John C. Fremont and William M. 
Gwin were elected United States 
SBnators: the State government 
was fully constituted by creating 
officers, establishing the judiciary, 
etc.; nine cities (San Francisco, 
Sacramento. San Jose, Monterey, 
Los Angeles, San Diego, Sonoma, 
Santa Barbara) were incorporated, 


and provision nas made for incor- 


porating others; twenty-seven 
counties were created and county 
governments organized: and nu- 
merous spewific acts founded on 
the principles of the common law 
were passed. Within a period of 
four months wise and generous 
provision had been made for the 
effective functioning of a great 
State. Indeed. Theodore Hittell 
has affirmed that “the legislation 
of the first session was not only 
the most important, but it was 
among he most judicious of all 
that has been done in the State.” 


; NOT YET STATE 

In the meantime, California's 
Congressional delegation was in 
Washington, earnestly seeking ad- 
mission. California was not a 
member of the American Union. 
Was she then a State during that 
trying period, extended to many 
months, which finally ended on Ad- 
mission Day. September 9. 1850? 

Viewed from the standpoint ot 
pragmatic sanctions, as well as the 
irresistible logic of her history, 


an inexcusable ignorance of the 
story of the Golden State and a 
spirit out of harmony with her 
lofty ideals and high destiny—in a 
word, such questioning would be 
supremely ludicréus as well as to- 
tally unavailing. 

On the other hand, California, 
from the national or Federal point 
of view, did not become a State till 
fully admitted into the Union of 
States. The actual struggle over 
the question of California’s admis- 
sion was one of the most intense 
fights of one of the stormiest ses- 
sions ever experienced in Congress. 
It is therefore no wonder that na- 
tive sons and native daughters 
celebrate each recurring Admission 
Day, nor that they gratefully com- 
memorated California's Diamond 
Jubilee, for on that first Admission 
Day, September 9, 1850, fair Co- 
lumbia welcomed into the sister- 
hood of States our own loved Cali- 
fornia, described by William H 
Seward, as “the youthful queen o 
the Pacific, in robes of freedom 
gorgeously inlaid with gold.”

INGLEWOOD, Sept. 26.—Seein 
a copy of the Los Angeles Times 
on sale in Paris this summer was 
one of the outstanding thrills of 
several months’ sojourn abroad, 
it was declared here today by 
Frank D. Parent, president of the 
Inglewood Chamber ef Commerce 
and past president of the local 
realty board, 

Parent said that he and his wife 
and daughters, the Misses Nancy 
and Mary Alice, were just leaving 
the American Express office in the 
French capital, soon after their 
arrival, when he saw a small 
gamin waving a paper before his 
eyes. At first he paid no atten- 
tion, and then he thought his eyes 
were deceiving him, but his daugh- 
ters spied that familiar heading, 
which they had seen in their home 
ever since they could remember, 
and simultaneously urged him to 
buy, but it took no urging,” Par- 
ent declared. 

The Los Angeles Times cost him 
twenty francs, but it looked good 
enough to him to be worth $20, he 
declared, even though it was dated 
July 7, some days before the party 
sailed from America, and it was 
then early in August.

The greater part of Pomona’s 
permanent prosperity is due, of 
course, to the fact that she lies in 
the center of the greatest rg 
and lemon-growing section in the 
world, and the total value of the 
golden fruit which passes through 
her portals to the outside world 
each year will total more than 
$10,000,000. But not only upon 
these products. is she dependent, 
for she harvests another $1,500,000 
worth of deciduous fruits and 
vegetables; $1,620,000 worth of 
dairy products; 
alfalfa, grain and like products; 
$600,000 worth of walnuts, $750,- 
000 eggs and poultry, and $560,000 
from her rabbit industry every 
year, in addition to her manufac- 
tured products. These latter in- 
clude such widespread lines as air 
cleaners, auto accessories, brick, 
canned fruits, cigars, farm tools, 
foundry jobbing, furnaces, garage 
supplies, irrigating gates, lathe and 
machine work, granite monuments, 
skirts, sweaters, tile and tents and 
awnings. 

The canneries of Pomona alone 
could supply every person in 
Angeles with a dozen cans of as- 
sorted vegetables and fruits every 
year—and it the combined output 
of her dairies was distributed to 
Angelenos alone, everyone would 
have more milk than they could 
feomfortably drink. 


NEAR LOS ANGELES 


For the tourist or those resi- 
dents still unfamillar with our 
topography, Pomona is located in 
the eastern part of Los Angeles 
county, thirty-three miles east of 
Los Angeles, and is 800 feet above 
sea level.

The problem is one of immense public 
concern, although it has not yet awakened

Where populous cities existed years 
ago the desert has returned; an 
have made a study of the 
remarkable segment of the earth 
ported that the decadence began; 
disappearance of the forests that conserved 
the water supply. An extensive plan of re- 
forestation has been mapped out, in the 


belief that when the water gupply is again 
safeguarded the glory of ancient Pelestine 
will return. 
Had the watersheds of Palestine been safe 
guarded 2000 years ago it is very possible 
that Palestine would be at the present time a 
seat of learning and culture, one of the rich- 
est and most attractive spots on the earth. 
The Southland stands today in a position 
somewhat similar to that of ancient Pales- 
tine. If the sources of our water supply are 
not fully protected a coming generation will 
see the desert creeping back and the glory 
of our own Southland fading. 

Reforestation is an absolute essential to 
our continued prosperity. As much of the 


watershed area is on government land, it is 
equally essential that Congress shall adopt 
appropriate legislation for the preservation 
of our water supply. Some in the Hast may 
ask why Congress should make approprie 
tions for such a purpose, and aver that the 
people of Southern California should pro- 
tect their own. They would view the de- 
sired appropriation purely as an invest- 
ment. 

Let them then consider it for a moment 
purely from the investment point of view, 
consider what the continued prosperity of 
this section of the country means to the 
Federal government. A forestry bill. now 
before Congress calls for an appropriation 
of $1,000,000 for the preservation of these 
watersheds; and this section paid during 
the last year about $60,000,000 to the Fed- 
eral government in taxes. 

One has but to learn something of the 
experience of other parts of the world 
where somewhat similar natural conditions 
exist ta realize the tremendous importance 
of reforestation, which includes the pro- 
tection of the forests at present on the wa- 
tersheds. When the canyons and mountein 
slopes are stripped of their protecting foll- 
age there is nothing to restrain the storm 
waters in their mad rush to the lower lev- 
els. Storage in the earth does not take 
place, and the desert comes crowding in. 

The decadence of many once populous 
and prosperous parts of Asia and Africa 
can be traced directly to the destruction of 
timber lands and the failure to take pre- 
ventive measures for the protection of wa- 
tersheds. If we follow their ignorant and 
careless example a similar chapter may be 
written here. But thig will not take place 
if the communities in this section of the 
Southwest will take time by the forelock 
and preserve in time the means of their 
prosperity. Not only can the original for- 
est area be restored; it can be extended 
and made of still greater benefit. : 

During the last twenty years much valu- 
able time has been lost. The present move- 
ment is started twenty years late and, if 
the procrastination continues, “too late” 
might two centuries hence be written as 
the finis to the history of the growth and 
development and decadence of the South- 
west. 


UR OTL OUTPUT 

Final figures issued recently by the 
Federal Bureau of Mines representing the 
off output of the country during 1924 
showed that California produced a total 
of 228,933,000 barrels of that valuable com- 
modity, leading all the other States in this 
respect. Oklahoma ranked second, with 
173,538,000 barrels, and Texas third, with 
134,522,000 barrels. It is significant of the 
richness of the yield of our petroleum wells 
that they also led in average daily produc- 
tion, this being 53.6 barrels, while Arkan- 
sas was second, with 33.5 barrels, and Wy- 
oming third, with 26.8. Pennsylvania, 
one of the best ucing States, no 
longer ranks very in production. A- 
though she had 74,350 producing wells in 
1924, a greater number than California, they 
yielded only an average of three-tenths of 
a barrel daily, an insignificant output com- 
pared with that of this State. 

The predictions made by experts a decade 
ago as to the longevity of our California 
oil wells are being fulfilled in a way to 
show that they were true prophets. Those 
who have deen closely examining the great 
bituminous outcroppings and their seepages 
in Southern and Central ‘California of late 
say that the perpetuity of our vast petro- 
leum yield is well assured. There are 
known dome areas similar to Signal Hil! 
and the Coyote Hills which have yielded 
such enormous quantities of petroleum and 
from which great stores yet will be taken. 
There is every reason to believe that our 
great wealth in oil, reaching $274,653,000 
last year, may easily be increased in any 
future year when the requirements of the 
country are such as to warrant a still more 
extensive exploitation of the petroleum 
area. 

But the supply keeps well above the de 
mand from year to year. The consumption 
of crude petroleum in 1924, as shown by 
the Bureau of Mines, was 747,516.000 bar- 
rels, an increase of 26,226,000 barrels over 
1923. California easily could supply such 
increase or a still greater one, if the other 


States failed to produce enough to keep up 
with it. This is shown by the fact that

True, there is the probable increase in 
the number of automobiles in this State to 
be taken into account. But gasoline from 
our refineries is providing motive power 
for more than 1,260,000 California motor 
cars and trucks, most of the motor vehicles 
of the Pacific Northwest and Hawaii, and 
we always have a large surplus of oll held 
over from year to year awaiting increased 
demands. Of late we have been shipping 
over 260,000 barrels of gasoline a month 
to London. 

Without boring another well for a year 
we probably could hold our own in the mat- 
ter of oil production, for, while in other 
States wells often are short-lived, we have 
some that are producing goodly quantities 
of petroleum after having been pumped for 
over thirty years. But there need be no 
worry about the enterprise of our oil men 
in the boring of wells. Last year they were 
tapping ofl deposits by the sinking of new 
wells at the rate of 123 a month, and this 
year they have shown all the activity war- 
ranted by the consumption, while the flow 
of the old wells continues without much 
abatement. Los Angeles and Orange coun- 
ties alone have been yielding over 300,000 
barrels daily, which was equal to the whole 
of California's daily production four years

not fall to provide fuel for them. 


PUEBLOS’ APPEAL — 

Evidently the efforts of the Indian Bu 
reau to destroy the ancient civilization of 
the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico have 
not yet ceased, even if they have been driv- 
en under cover. A memorial addressed to 
President Coolidge by fifteen tribes shows 
plainly that the same sort of Indian admin- 
istration which has always been a blot upon 
American justice and fair play is continu- 
ing its old tricks and that the public sent! 
ment which protected the tribal religion 
and customs against the Indian Bureau's 
frontal attacks is not a sufficient safeguard 
against a flank attack. 

The summary arrest of the whole govern- 
ing body of Taos Pueblo upon the eve of 
the tribal dances, upon the filmsy pretext 
that they had fined illegally two members 
of the tribe $2 each—a charge that was 
promptly dismissed in court—is but one of 
the incidents cited in the appeal. The In- 
dian Bureau has, without offering evidence, 
declared the Indian dances “degrading or- 
gies.” This characterization is denied flatly 
by authorities at least as competent to 
judge the facts as is the Indien Bureau, and

WRITING LIKE EDISON 

A handwriting that is almost the 
counterpart of the style invented 
by Thomas A. Edison has been 
adopted by a New Tork City 
school.

NO MYSTERY TO TUNE CONDENSERS 


Diagrams Solve Problem 


* * 
STRAIGHT FREQUENCY UNG 


: Three Recent Types 


E problem of what type of 
condenser to use in a radio re- 
ceiving set is no simple one. 


It is no small wonder that the 
radio-fan public is getting mixed 
up when it is confronted with all 
the “straight-line” types of con- 
densers. Let's see if we can't take 
some of the mystery out of the 
problem. 

A condenser whose rotary and 
stationary plates are semicircular, 
ang whose shaft is mounted in the 
center of the base line of the semi- 
circle is called a straight capacity 
line condenser. If the condenser 
is rotated through two degrees of 
the dial and its capacity is in- 
creased by six micromicrofarads, a 
rotation through the next two de- 
grees will also increase its capacity 
by the same amount. In other 
words the increase of capacity when 
the dial is rotated from zero to- 
ward 100 will be uniform through- 
out. If this same condenser is 
connected across the secondary of 
a receiving tuner the wavelength 
changes will be somewhat along 
the lines of those shown in the 
illustration at the left. At the 
lower end of the condenser scale 
the various wavelengths will be 
crowded together and separation 
of different stations will be dim- 
cult. As the dial approaches the 
100 mark the stations whose wave- 
lengths are equally spaced will ap- 
pear at more separated points on 
the dial and tuning will be easier. 

By a special shaping of the con- 
denser plates a type of condenser 
calibration known as “straight 
wavelength line” can be secured 
of having capacity 


stations on the 


variation uniform throughout the 
whole scale, the variation in wave 
length (when the condenser is 
shunted across a coil) is uniform. 
If & movement of two degrees 
causes a wavelength change of 
twenty meters in one place on the 
dial equal wavelength changes 
through the same dial variation 
will be had at all points on thi 
dial. When used in a receiving 
set the scale is more open at the 
lower end of the dial and tuning is 
much better, since the equally sep- 
arated stations do not appear a 
points so close together upon the 
dial. If ull broadcasting stations 
were assigned wavelengths thai 
differed from each other by a given 
amount the straight wavelength- 
line type condenser would give 
uniform separation between sta- 
tions throughout the whole con- 
denser scale. 

The last type of condenser (and 
the latest) is that one whose dial 
arrangement when used in a re- 
ceiver is shown at the right of the 
illustration — the straight fre- 
quency-line type. It so happens 
that the Department of Commerce 
assigns frequencies to each station 
and different stations are assigned 
different frequencies so that inter- 
ference will be avoided as much as 

ossible. The frequency difference 

tween stations is uniform, so a 
condenser that will vary the fre- 
quency of the receiver at a un! 
form rate will also tune in 4ifferent 
Stations with uniform spacing be- 
tween those on one frequency and 
those on the next lower (or high- 
er frequency.) This type of con- 
denser provides the maximum in 
ease of tuning and separation of

handle. A radio antenna that is 
too short will not collect enough 
electrical ener broadcast from 
distant stations, to enable you to 
tune in the signals. An antenna 
that is too long will collect 80 
much electrical energy sent out 
from near-by broadcasting stations 
that you will be unable to tune 
them out—that Is, your set will 
not be “selective.” 

Again, referring to our simile, a 
gutter that drains a roof shaded 
by trees or other overhanging ob- 
stacles will not colject as much 
rain water as a gutter that drains 
a roof completely exposed to the 
elements, therefore your antenna 
should be raised as far as possible 
above trees, chimneys and the 
walls of your own or adjoining 
bulldings, eo that it may have a 
to collect all the radio 
waves possible to collect. 

It a gutter is filled with leaves 
or dirt, it will not deliver all the 
drain water to the down-spout, for

your antenna will not deliver all 
the electrical energy to your set 
through the lead-in wire, if it 
touches, or is even near other 
wires, metal roofs, gutters, chim- 
neys or trees, for the electricity 
will run from the antenna through 
these conductors to the ground.

Unfortunately, it is difficult to 
give definite instructions as to the 
antenna you should erect, for aft- 
er all, the antenna you should in- 
stall will depend entirely on your 
location and surroundings. It is 
not always possible to stretch a 
wire 100 feet in a straight line, nor 
to raise it high enough to clear 
all obstacles.

Betty Blythe, who will have t 
get a guide to lead her around Hol- 


lywood when she returns if she 
doesn’t come home from Europe 
pretty soon, writes to let us know 
what is happening to her over 
there. Though she ie spending 80 
much time in the Orient, Germany 
and France, she hasn't forgotten 
her native n but waxes elo- 
quent regarding her foreign ex- 
periences. 


HONOR GUEST 

“The Moulin Rouge,” proceeds 
Betty, asked me to appear one 
night as their guest of honer. They 
are at the present time entertain- 
ing Paris in the most beautiful re- 
vue of the season. I appeared as 
requested, after which they asked 
me to make appearances for a week 
in some special number which they 
would work up in a spectacular 
manner, with the Hoffman girls 
from the United States, who are 
dancing their way into the hearts 
of the French people; I refused 
with thanks when I realized how 
dificult it would be to work at the 
studio nine hours a day and the 
theater three hours in the evening, 
and still keep my childish laughter. 

“Paris as of yore charms me, and 
daily at 8 a. m., just as in Holly- 
wood, I gallop forth to the Gau- 
mont Studio and put on the funny 
grease paint. e Gaumont Studio 
is not as wonderful as the German 
(U.F.A.) studio I worked in when 
I was in Berlin, but the people em- 
ployed here are very kind, and un- 
der the artistic and masterful di- 
rection of Edward Jose, with all 
the money in the world at the back 
of this picture, Pierre Benoit's 
Jacob's Well.“ I think we have 
made something that America will 
approve.

West was shot down as he at- 
tempted to arrest Slater and 
Brown for a service-station rob- 
bery. Slater once. admitted 
fired a bullet into the  officer’s 
brain, he dying five days later in a 
San Bernardino hospital. Brown 
drove the automobile in which the 
two youths fled from Needles to

The State is asking the death 
penalty for both youths. Brown 
maintains that he Had no part in 
the crime. 

Attorneys required two days in 
selecting a jury. a large number of 
vepniremen being excused because 
of their acquaintanceship with 
West, one of the pioneer peace of- 
ficers of the State.

SANTA ANA, Sept. 26.—Charging that the Anaheim Beef Company. 
one of the county’s most prominent business concerns, i “in imminent 
danger of insolvency” and has “through very gross mismanagement” 
lost approximately $90,000 within the last sixteen months, Charles C. 
Chapman, Fullerton capitalist, today filed suit in Superior Court asking 
appointment of a receiver for the company. 


Chapman's sult makes known 
that he personally _ incurred 
UHabllity of more than $150,000 as 
sponsor for the beef company’s 
financial affairs. In addition, he 
asks judgment for $12,487 against 
the company, claiming there is an 
indebtedness of 3987 for live 
stock purchased from him, and 
$3500 due on a check issued. to 
Mrs. Chapman, which proved not 
to be protected by funds. 

In his startling complaint, which 
was filed through Attorneys Scar- 
borough, Forgy & Reinhaus of 
Santa Ana, the Fullerton million- 
aire states that he is guarantor for 
a bonded debt of $100,000 car- 
ried by the beef company, for 
which it gave its trust deed, cover- 
ing all of its assets, as security 
October 1, 1923. He sets forth, 
further, that he indorsed notes ag- 
gregating 351.000 which the beef 
company issued t> the Pacific 
Southwest Trust and Savings Bank 
between March 3 and July 8 of 
this year. 

The company has other. debts 
which exceed its assets, Chapman 
alleges on information and belief,”

ON HIGHWAY 


Motor Accident Survey in 
Wisconsin Shows Straight 
Roads More Dangerous 


Curving roads have long been 
favored for their beauty, but a re- 
cent survey compiled by the North 
Shore Motor Club of 


shows that they are apparently 
much safer than straight roads. 
The study of 2981 road accidents in 
Wisconsin revealed that no less 
than 2044 oceurred on straight 
roads, while supposed danger 
including curved roads, 
hilis, grades and railway crossings 
were responsible for only $37 ac- 
cidents. The straight roads appar- 
ently invite excessive speed, which 
is the greatest cause of trouble. 
“The curving roads of * 
Verdes were, of course, laid out 
with the chief considerations of fit- 
ting them as far as practical to the 
natural contours of the land, and 
to eliminate unsightly cuts and fills

PAINT AND EFFECTS. 


The connection between paint 
and health would seem to be re- 
mote, yet they have a very close 
reiation. In a lying-in’ hospital at 
a given period there were over 100 
cases of puerperal fever with a 
high death rate. In an effort to 
clean up the hospital and make it 


tire place was painted, including 
the floors, ceilings and inside walis. 

After the painting, cases of puer- 
peral fever almost entirely disap- 
peared. The New York Health De- 
partment is using paint rather than 
fumigation for sterilizing rooms 
which contagious disease patients 
have occupied. 

As further proof of the value of 
paint as a- disinfectant, Henry A. 
Gardner of the Institute of, Indus- 
trial Research at Washington, 
painted a wall surface and then 
sprayed it with liquid cultures of 
different germs. A similar area, 
unpainted, was also saturated with 
germ cultures. Microscopic study 
showed that the unpainted area 
gave abundant growth of 
while the pain area showed that 
the germs had developed very lit- 


_ tle. 


An unpainted rough wall, says 
Mr. Gardner, is porous, moisture 
may be absorbed readily and re- 
tained for long periods. In these 
pores, organic matter and germs 
may easily lodge and develop. If 
the wall is painted, however, not 
only are these pores filled

VANDALS ATTEMPT TO 
PLUNDER OHIO TOMBS 


* Following the example set by 


the plunderers of the pyramids 
and tombs of Egyptian kings, van- 
dals have attempted to rob the 
burial places of the rulers of the 
American Mound Builders in Ohio's 
“Valley of the Kings.” 

Near .Chillicothe, the discovery 
was made that a camouflaged tun- 
nel, thirty feet long, ten feet high 
and two feet wide, had been dug, 
leading toward the center of one 
of the mounds in the group known 
as the “Royal Burial Group.” The 
identity of the excavators, who 
did their work at midnight, is un- 
known, although one of the sup- 
positions is that they were college 
students from one of the near-by 
universities. The excavation was 
started under several large trees 
and shows evidence of being the 
efforts of skilled men. Camouflag- 
ing hid the work from all casual 
observers. A wire netting was 
stretched across the opening and 
this in turn was covered with dirt 
and sod. The mound is known as 
the McKell Mound and is in close 
proximity to the Pricer Mound, in 
which recently State 
ogists found the skeletons of sup- 
posed Princes of the Mound Bulild- 
ers, wrapped in strings of pearis 
and surrounded by silver and tor- 
totseshell ornaments. While the 
McKell Mound is believed to con- 
tain royal relics, nothi of value 
was reached through the tunnel.

$500,000 Hollywood Terminal Building, destined to be the tallest etruc- 
ture in Lose Angeles, The huge fourteen-story concrete building has 
reached the seven-story point complete and will be ready for occupancy, 


it is estimated in February. 
Because of the nature of con- 
struction the fourteen stories will 
meet the height-limit requirements 
of the city building code, which 
ordinarily prescribes twelve stories. 
A giant radio station on top of 
the structure, for which a special 
permit was obtained, will send its 
towers to a greater altitude than 
is attained by any other bullding 
in the city. 

The Terminal Bullding is a C. E. 
Toberman development 
being bullt by the Hollywood Fire- 
proof Storage Company and is - 
lieved to be one of the most unique 
edifices in the West. According to 
Charles A. Reinhart, manager o

spine. It was quite a munificent . yet cal 
to the best of my knowledge no one has 
earned it as yet. Why? 1s a perfect spine 
such a difficult thing to secure? It it possi- 
ble that among all the millions of people of 
this great country we have not one man, 
woman or child with a perfect spinal col- 
umn? 

As more and more people change toward 
the sedentary occupations and as industry 
becomes more highly specialized, defects 
of posture, figure and growth become appar- 
ent in greater and greater numbers. 

Physical educators are continuously call- 
ing attention to the seriousness of wrong 
posture and of abnormal growth. Were it 
merely because of the physical distortion 
it would be not at all serious. The abnor- 
mal appearance is by far the least signifi- 
cant of this problem. It is in the conse- 
quences—the by-products of wrong position 
and posture—that we suffer most. 


Take for instance the curved spine so 
commonly encountered, In practically ev- 
ery case the curvature is not so marked but 
that clothes can hide the defect. Appear- 
ances may be covered up, but the impaired . 
ability of the tissues to function cannot be 
overcome by clothes. When the spine is 
curved abnormally the pressure against the 
nerver, which emerge from in between the 
vertebrae, is often sufficient to cause seri- 
ous illness. 


When there is pressure on a nerve, the 
vital energy coursing over its path is seri- 
ously retarded. Having insufficient nervous 
vitality, the organ or structure which is 
fed by a nerve sooner or later becomes dis- 
eased. Observe the posture of the average 
man or woman passing by you. See how 
few of them obey the correct principles of 
proper position. As they walk every type 
of abnormal muscular tension is apparent. 
Abdomens are left loosely protruding; 
shoulders are hunched and slouched inward. 
Chests are sunken, and deprived of their 
ability to breathe fully and deeply. Hips

ailments center in the abdominal area. 
Of this vast group many of them are due 
to the relaxed and inert abdominal struc- 
tures. ‘ 

Constipation is perhaps the leading one 
in this group. Most cases of constipation, 
with its resultant. intestinal intoxication, 
are due to the inability of the abdominal 
muscles to discharge intestinal waste. Ex- 
ercise of these muscles is a necessary con- 
sideration toward overcoming constipation. 
However, exercise, important as it is, is 
something that is done but a few minutes 
each day. No matter how vigorous the ex- 
ercise may be, if you still do not compen- 
sate for the muscular weakness and inefii- 
ciency induced by abnormal posture, consti- 
pation will be quite difficult to overcome. 

That general condition. which doctors 
called enteroptosis, but which laymen call, 
“falling of the abdominal organs,” is largely 
due to abnormal posture. When the abdom- 
inal organs are crowded against each other 
there is little room for them to perform 
the work they are intended to do. The 
mere crowding of itself tends to create ab- 
normality. Then when they are forced into 
unnatural positions, due to the inability to 
the abdominal muscles to properly support 
them, this condition of itself constitutes a 
serious handicap. 

Thousands of women, especially, are suf- 
fering from the prolapse or falling of pel- 
vie organs. One of the best methods of 
overcoming these conditions is by exercise 

and the correction of unnatural posture. 

The abdomen should never be permitted 
to lag or slouch. No matter how lean or 
how stout you may be, there is no justifica- 
tion for permitting complete relaxation of 
the abdominal muscles. Observe yourself 
sometimes fh the mirror in both the front 
and side positions. Check up with any good 
book on physical culture. Analyze your de- 
fects in posture. Then conscientiously and 
persistently proceed to correct them.

Within the 
next twenty-five years we are going to see 
an enormous development of the political 
woman in America and of the woman vote, 
and if thif leads to a sort of sex-domination 
by women who, after ali, are in the ma- 
jority, it will be as bad for America as the 
century-old domination by men of women 
has been for Burope. 5 


To me, at least, the problem before the 
American clubwoman is to pave the way for 
the coming of the woman into politics as a 
@ecistve foree and to prevent the develop- 
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ment of such a matriarchate. It must be 
her aim to avoid the swing of the pendulum 
from male domination of politics to woman 
domination. The clubs should be the great 
educational fields for the woman political, 
and it is only in so far as they find them- 
selves in these new fields that they will 
continue, it would seem to the writer, to 
justify their existence. 

More and more is the American male, ab- 
sorbed in business, leaving the thinking to 
his womenfolk—leaving to them the read- 
ing of fine literature and the development 
underneath the superficial currents of male 
politics of a new “non-party concept.” It is 
for the women’s clubs to make this thinking 
constructive as well as destructive, and 
above all for them to make it bi-sexual in- 
stead of uni-sexual, with both the male and 
female elements combined.

The U ps and Downs of the Olive Industry 


ROM the very outset of its history in 
California, the olive seems to have 
been the victim of a wayward fate. On- 

ly the remarkable virility of the tree has 
enabled the industry to tide over those pe- 
riods of neglect which fluctuations have 
enforced upon the old olive groves. In good 
years the industry mounts to the dignity of 
a million-and-a-quarter enterprise; in nor- 
mal years the crop valuation of the State 
averages around $750,000; in 1924 it sank 
to $506,000, 

There is an Italian adage urging the good 
farmer to “plant a lemon tree for your son, 
and an olive*tree for your grandson,” point- 


ing not only to the slow growth of the tres 


but also to the extreme longevity of its 
production. The Franciscan padres of Cali- 
fornia’sgMission days must have planned for 
the second and third generations 
them, for they introduced the olive most 
liberally in the Mission gardens. Today 


deveral varieties are classified as Mission 


olives because they were first found, in 
California, in the orchards founded by the 
padres. The so-called “Mission” olives in- 
clude several distinct varieties recognized 
as such in their native habitat of Spain. 


In the light of the experience of latter 
years we might add to the old Italian adage 
to make it read: “for your grandson—to 
cut down.” Neglect, abandonment, destruc- 
tion and replacement of the old olive groves 
have alternated with the uncertain returns 
for olive products. Severe fluctuations have 


been experienced in both production and. 


price. Especially marked has been the in- 


stability in price, for when prices have been 


particularly low the growers have not even 
undertaken the job of picking the fruit. 
And yet the trees recover and yield abund- 


antly in the good years which come just oft-

en enough to warrant the maintenance of 
the groves. 

Following the era of horticultural pros- 
perity from 1769 to 1834, when orchards 
fruited in every Mission garden from San 
Diego to Sonoma, there came a period of 
neglect brought about by the secularization 
of California church holdings. One of the 
pioneers in olive culture, Frank A. Kim- 
ball of National City, thus describes the con- 
dition of the olive grove at Mission San 
Diego after some thirty years of typical 
neglect: 

“In 1869, when the orchard was a cen- 
tury old, I counted 347 trees at the old 
Mission of San Diego, and not a single per- 
fect specimen could be found, a large num- 
ber having been burned to a greater or less 
éxtent by camp fires while the mission was 
occupied by United States soldiers at the 
close of the war with Mexico. The ancient 


walls having broken down, this grove was 


open on all sides to incursions of cattle, 
horses, sheep and goats. Many of the old- 
er trees had been cut down and used in 
the mess fires of the soldiers; the tops of 
many others had been cut or broken off and 
ted to sheep. The whole grove was over- 
grown with malva, and the ground was so 
full of holes made by badgers and other ani- 
mals that one almost ran the risk of broken 
limbs in riding or even walking over it.” 
—~Wickson’s “California Fruits.” 

A better era of private ownership fol- 
lowed Yankee possession. Some of the Mis- 
sion orchards were returned to a state of 
profitable production, and cuttings and buds 
were taken from these trees and multiplied 
the acreage devoted to mission fruits. The 
olive was the chief among those trees which 
participated in the rejuvenation of the neg- 
lected mission groves, and that at Mission 
San Diego was typical of the times. 

“This state of things was almost instant- 
ly changed when the grove passed into the 
hands of Thomas Davis, under a lease from 
the Catholic 
the grove at ence become that the lease 
was terminated for the purpose of securing 
a larger share in the profits, in which the 
representative of the church wis not suc- 
cessful, and the orchard was again practi- 
cally. abandoned. ... For years past 
this grove has been in the hands of those 
‘whose tender mercies are cruel,’ and it is 
fast succumbing to a forest of giant malva, 
and today the wonder is that there exists a 
monumental olive tree to mark the spot 
where Junipero Serra laid the foundation 
of the first mission in California.” 

OIL FIRST CONSIDERATION 

Early interest in olive production cen- 
tered about the production of olive oil. The 
first mill at San Diego was set up during 
mission days and other small “molinos” 
were built in proximity to the old olive 
groves. To Elwood Cooper of Santa Bar- 
bara is due the impetus which established

THE RIPE OLIVE 


When the olive oil industry in California 
failed to meet the expectations of the grow- 
ers they began experimenting with pickling 
green olives, and up to 1905 and 1906 they 
struggled along on the limited oil market 
and the green olives. These were hard 
times for olive growers. The demand for 
green olives soon reached a limit far shor§ 
of the productive capacity of the groves, 
and the oil trade could not expand against 
the inflow of cheap oil from Europe. This 
situation induced the picklers and packers 
to try pickling ripe fruit. So successful 

were they that between 1905 and 1910 the 
whole industry was rejuvenated. Olive ofl 
and green pickled olives became by-prod+ 
ucts of the ripe olive pack. The ripe olive 
has every argument in its favor as a food 
high caloric value, containing 25 per cent 
oil as against 6 to 10 per cent in the green 
olive, requiring better selection and being 
more tasty. 

B. B. Meek, a leading grower of the Oro- 
ville district in 1915, thus described the im 
dustry on its new recovery: “The olive ime

HE varied ae of one of Cali- 
fornia’s most productive counties were 


effectively exhibited at this year’s Ven- 


tura County Fair, held at ide Park, 
Ventura, September 16 to 20. The 1925 fair 
was one of the best attended in years, at- 
tracting a great number of visitors from 
neighboring counties as well as the home 
“folks.” The growing outside interest in 
Ventura’s annual fixture was further at- 
tested by the many stock and poultry ex- 
hibits from other parts of the State. 

In the main tent, the wide range of agri- 
cultural activity and wealth of soil produc- cor 
tion in Ventura county were effectively 
shown in many attractive entries. Judging 
was difficult, and in many instances, only a 
fraction of a point declared the winner. The 
agricultural and horticultural exhibit was 
supervised by Vertura County Horticultural 
Commissioner A. H. Call. 

First award for the best community or 
farm center display went to Camarillo, 
second to ta Paula, and third to Oxnard. 
The winning exhibit was especially inter- 
estirg, with 313 varieties of agricultural 
products on display.

tons, the biggest tonnage yet known 
to the industry, the California Walnut Grow- 
ers’ Association recently announced the 
completion of its néw membership plan, 
which is expected to assist materially in 
handling the large crop in prospect. All coun 
member-associations are getting their pack- 
ing h ready, for the picking season 
will start ten days or two weeks earlier than 
usual, according to association officials. 


Always a strong organization with no in- 
ternal troubles, the California Walnut Grow- 
ers’ Association has had the same‘efficers 
since its inception thirteen years ago. Yet 
during this time this cd-operative body, in 
common with others of its kind in Califor- 
nia, has been handicapped by grower-mem- 
bers who in time of a short crop and its 
consequent effect on prices, have succumbed 
do the impulse to hold at least a portion of 
theif crop to dispose of it later at a premi- 
um sometimes offered on good stuff by 
commercial buyers iu time of shortage. 

This tendency has been a great hindrance 
to co-operatives, as it precludes any possibil- 
ity of accurately gauging the forthcoming 
crop, or at least, that portion which will go 
through the association. A remedy has 
long been sought because the worthy co 
operative members suffer from this “in and 
out” system. 

“The plan finally decided upon makes mem- 
bership a privilege rather than a penalty 
and at the same time sees to it that the 
worthy member, who really co-operates, is 
always “in,” and the backslider, who plays 
with the speculator, is always “out.” It is 
a plan advanced by growers themselves. 
During June and July of this year, all grow- 
ers who were members of the association 
in January, 1926, were admitted to member- 
ship, as were all outside growers who cared 
to affiliate. The membership books closed 
August 1, 1925, for a period of two years, 
and growers who did not join before that 
date will not be able to do so before the 
summer of 1927. The association books will be 
open only on alternate years hereafter, with 
one exception—the grower who comes into 
ownership of a grove or one having a young 
orchard coming into bearing during any 
year, may join the association whenever he 
has walnuts to market. The sign-up is for 
fifteen years, but any grower can withdraw 
between January 1 and March 1 of any year 
by sending notice to his local association, 
but the grower who legally withdraws must 
wait two years and come in as a new mem- 
ber before he can sign a contract with the 
central organization. 

Loss of membership and suspension for 
three years, either for grower or local as- 
sociation is the penalty imposed for break- 
ing a contract with the California Walnut 
Growers’ Association. Practically all of the 
association’s 4307 growers signed the new 
con and enough new acreage came in 
to increase substantially the tonnage which 
the organization will handle this year. 

According to estimates made on August 
24, this year’s walnut crop in California 
will total 29,114 tons of merchantable nuts. 
The highest yield heretofore recorded was 
28,448 tons, in 1919. The size of the nuts is 
normal, and as the harvest is to start ear

Cool Weather Retards 
Fruit Drying 


Unseasonably cool weather prevailed in 
California during the week ending Septem- 
ber 15, according to the report of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, Weath- 
er Bureau. There was considerable cloudy 
or foggy weather along the coast but, in the 
interior, sunshine was interrupted only a 
little by clouds. A few light showers oc- 
cured but were of little consequence. The 
-showers at the end of the preceding week 
resulted in slight damage to drying fruit and 
cut hay. Shortage of water for irrigation 
became more pronounced in some localities 
of Southern California but was offset in 
some instances by deepened wells. 

The movement of live stock from summer 
to winter ranges began in the north, where 
they came from the mountains in excellent 
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ane because frequent summer kept 
the graee growine. im the 
morthern half 


half. Cotton 
ing the cool weather, and picking became 
more extensive, Harvesting of sugar beets 
and beans continued. Truck grew well. 
Large quantities of tomatoes and lettuce 
were marketed. 

Picking of prunes and grapes proceeded 
but drying of these fruits was delayed by 
the comparatively low 
high relative humidity. In many districts, 
most of the prunes had been picked. Large 
shipments of fresh grapes were made. Some 
walnuts were being gathered in the south; 
though the crop was variable, reports were 
mostly favorable. Olives were fair in the 
San Joaquin Valley. Citrus fruits were also 
variable but generally, good. Black scale 
and other pests have been kept well under 
control in Southern California.

Late This Year 


HANFORD.—Twenty-five carloads daily 
of Muscat raisin grapes were 
east out of Kings county | 
the middle of September. The quality of 
the crop is good. An unusually cool Au- 
gust in 1925 gave the farmers and packers 
a chance to ship grapes probably a month 
later than last year. In 1924 grape shipments 
in the San Joaquin Valley were forced to 
early sales owing to the early ripening of 
the crop, while this year the reverse is 
the case. The demand has been steady, but 
light compared with last year, and many 
more farmers this season have been mak- 
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ing their grapes into raisins. The two 
large canneries of this county have been 
making heavy packs of Muscats. Eastern 
shipments are generally in lug boxes, con- 
sumption being almost exclusively in the 
large stern cities. 

A feature of the grape market this year 
has been the increased demand for Thomp- 
son seedless grapes for table use. The 
raisin pack of Kings county will be heavier 
and the Yresh grape «shipments lighter 
than last year. The fruit of this county 
is breaking strong into the Los Angeles 
and San Francisco markets, one local 
trucking company, buying here and haul- 
ing to the large cities, having been mak- 
ing average hauls of twenty tons a day.

The work of the county's school chi- 
dren was also displayed to advantage. 

The stock department showing like those 
of fairs already held in the State, reflected 
the “coming back” of this important indus- 
try since the foot and mouth epidemic which 
so seriously affected the stockmen’s busi- 
ness in California two years ago. Several 
fine herds of dairy animals were shown 
and competition in some classes was keen. 
Three exhibitors brought good beef cattle 
from the north. Three breeds of swine were 
shown, Nine breeds of sheep were shown 
by two exhibitors.

Many Converts 


POMONA—The oVerhedd syetem 
watering citrus groves, practiced 
extensively in the Sierra Madre foothills 
and the La Habra and Montebello areas in 
recent, years, is being investigated by more 
and more Pomona Valley growers. The lat- 
est grower of this region to install a 
sprinkling system is William Kammerer.of 
Spadra, who has put one in his orange 
grove.

It has been found that overhead irrigation 
increases the distribution of fertilizer. It 
wets the soll uniformly to the feeder roots 
and the fertilizer is carried down and not 
run off. It is claimed by some that it 
brings about a better control of insect 
pests from the washing of che foliage, and 
that it does away with much of the labor 
and expense of furrowing and cultivation.

Wealthy Man Develops 
Experiment Farm 


— ͤ—— 


SANTA BARBARA. — One of the wealth- 
fest men in Southern California, G. Allan 
Hancock, has taken up farming as a hobby 


and is getting real satisfaction and enjoy- } 


ment out of it. When he can get away from 
his Los Angeles desk he is usually found in 
Santa Maria Valley, in the northern part of 
Santa Barbara county, where he has pur- 
chased a 400-acre farm and railroad. Peo- 
ple of the valley smiled when Mr. Hancock 
took over the property and suggested that 
he might start an experimental farm, but 
now he has the support of the most conserv- 
ative farmers in the valley. 

_ Less than six months ago he purchased 
the unimproved farm three miles east, of 
Santa Maria on the bank of Cuyama River. 
Alfalfa and grain are the only crops grown 
in the immediate vicinity. He put twenty- 
four teams to work leveling the ground, 


started work on three irrigation wells. or- 


dered 54,000 feet of concrete pipe, awarded 
contracts for all necessary farm buildings, 
took D. T. Batchelder away from his posi- 
tion as County Farm Adviser and appointed 
him superintendent. On September 1 when 
Mr. Batchelder took charge a large crew of 
farm laborers was put to work. 

‘The soil apparently is ideal, five feet of 
rich loam with sand below and no hard- 
pan in sight. The first well developed pumps 
1000 gallons per minute. Lettuce and sugar 
beets will comprise the main crops. They 


have been proved in the valley and from 


these the owner expects to pay expenses 
and derive profit. A portion of the ranch 
will be given over to experimental work, 
while a lemon orchard, fifty dairy cows and 
alfalfa are to be side issues. Near the rail- 


road he has built an ice plant, vegetable 


packing sheds and a corral where cattle- 
men from surrounding ranches drive their 
stock for shipment to market. 

While Santa Maria Valley is being devel- 
oped rapidly the main crops still are hay 
and beans. Last year the acreage in grain 
hay was 18,088; beans second, with 12,986 
acres. The next crop was sugar beets with 
4880 acres while 4869 acres were planted to 
alfalfa; 3236 to barley and 2550 to lettuce. 
Other crops were oats, 2250; corn, 618; flow- 
er seed, 570; peas, 432; cauliflower, 350; 


re ] tomatoes, 165; onions, 121; carrots, 58; po- 


tatoes, 56; strawberries, 37; celery, 33; 
wheat, 32; cucumbers, 21; table beets, 11; 
spinach, 11; chicory, 12; string beans 8; ar- 
tichokes, 8; turnips, 7. All the crops with 
the exception of hay and beans are grown 
under irrigation, but progressive farmers 
asset that a vast amount of the hay and 
bean land can be made to produce other 
crops if water is obtained. 


DAIRYING DECLINES ‘ 
PHOENIX (Ariz.)—A veteran farmer, la- 
menting the cultural change in the Salt 
River Valley, declares that cows were more 
profitable than cotton. He figures that 
three cows could be carried through the 
year on two acres of alfalfa, and the land 
would be all the better for it. Averaging 
a cow at 200 pounds of butter fat a year, 
this gave an acreage yield of 300 pounds, 
valued at about $180. On the other hand 
an average acre-yield of short-staple cotton 


will return only $125, while the land is not 


bettered by the crop. In each case; of 
course, the return is gross. 

Before the excitement over dollar long-sta- 
ple cottom Salt River Valley had about 50- 
000 cows, generally of excellent quality, two 
condensing plants and half a dozen cream- 
eries. Now there are only one condensing 
plant and one large creamery, in addition to 
several small establishments, for they have 
but 18,000 cows to draw upon.

Official Estimate of 
Lima Bean Crop 


OXNARD. An estimate of the State 
Lima bean crop fer the present year has 
been issued by the California Lima Bean 
Growers’ Association, which places the tot- 
al output of regular Limas at 538,620 bags, 
and 246,965 bags of baby Limas. The es 
timate was made at the beginning of harv- 
est. As compared with the 1924 crop, it in- 
dicates an increase of about 60,000 bags of 
regulars and 7000 bags of baby Limas, field 
run. It is not believed that the increase 
will be sufficient to depress the market. 

Ventura county will produce more than 


60 per cent of the regulars of the State, 


while Orange county will produce about 28 
per cent. San Fernando Valley in Los An- 


geles county will produce about 65 per cent Los 


of the total baby Lima crop of California.

tion by districts is as follows: Ventura coun- 
ty, 328,220 bags; Orange county, 150,945;
